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Introduction 


It is important to establish a legal framework that will protect a person's ability to create, maintain control over their 
creation, as well as to provide a method for compensation for the use of their creativity. This legal framework should 
cover various forms of created content: such as audio/ music, graphics/ pictures, writing/ books and video/ movies. 
This legal framework should also protect the ability of the consumer to use these creations and allow them to use the 
content in specific situations. 

Most copyright regulations provide a single standard of legal protection for both the creator and the consumer. This 
rigid legal framework does not allow for different methods of end user consumption or modification. A content creator 
that desires to release their content using unique legal requirements must create a custom copyright license. 

Creative Commons licensing provides a legal framework that allows far greater flexibility for creators and end users/ 
consumers. This legal framework can be applied to most items covered by Intellectual Property or Copyright law. It is 
almost universally recognized and has growing support from legal institutions around the world. 

Creative Commons licensing allows an individual to place their creation into one of several license categories. These 
categories provide specific legal guidelines for the end use of the item(s) licensed. These licenses also provide a legal 
framework for the re-use or modification of the original creation, thus enhancing the perceived value of the original 
creation. 

There is content that has been licensed using Creative Commons licenses that can provide a wealth of material for the 
broadcaster. Some of these licenses do not require regulatory royalty rights payments, as required by standard 
Copyright regulations. These licenses can also be used to mandate that specific licensed content can be used in a 
commercial (money made from the distribution of the content or as a result of the content being distributed) or non 
commercial environment (no money is made from distribution of the content or as a result of the content being 
distributed). 

Creative Commons licensed content provides an extremely consumer friendly Legal environment for end users while 
protecting the legal rights of the content creators. These licenses also provide for the protection of content in a for 
profit legal frame work as standard Copyright regulations provide. 

Creative Commons content can provide access to quality content in various formats and several license categories. 
The most important aspect is the ability to use specifically licensed content under commercial conditions without the 
need to compensate the creator. 



Intellectual Property and Copyrights 


The basis for owning the rights to a concept, content or item are set forth in a universal legal frame work. Though the 
legal codification and requirements may change, the general underlying principals are the same world wide. Persons 
that create original concepts, content or items can receive legal recognition of their ownership. Copyright ownership 
can also extend beyond national boundaries if the the home nation is a signatory member of an International Trade or 
Copyright Association. 

Intellectual Property is the legal recognition of ownership for concepts, content or items that are created by 
individuals. This recognition of ownership incorporates a set of exclusive legal rights. Under intellectual property law, 
owners are granted certain exclusive rights to a variety of intangible assets, such as musical, literary, and artistic 
works; discoveries and inventions; and words, phrases, symbols, and designs. Common types of Intellectual Property 
rights include Copyrights, Trademarks, Patents, Industrial Design Rights and Trade Secrets in some jurisdictions. 

Copyrights are a legal frame work that grants the creator of an original work exclusive rights to that work. This grant of 
ownership is usually for a limited time. The copyright holder is generally given the ability to determine how the 
protected work may be used. This can consist of determining who may adapt the work to another form, who may 
perform the work, or who may financially benefit from the use of it. Other additional related rights may be granted as 
well by the copyright owner. 



Duty Of Care 


This is a legal obligation, under common law, that require individuals to adhere to a standard of reasonable care while 
performing any acts that could foreseeably harm others. The use of Intellectual Property that has been placed in an 
incorrect Copyright license category can cause financial or legal harm to the actual Copyright content owner. The use 
of Copyright content without proper authorization is grounds for Copyright Infringement litigation.

- Documentation on the method of content acquisition.

- Documentation on how the content can be used. 

* Can the content be used in a commercial setting ? 

* Is the content limited to use in a non commercial setting ? 

- Documentation on how consumers can use the content. 

* Can the content be modified ? 

* Can the content be freely distributed after being modified ? 

* Can the content be freely distributed without modification ? 

- Documentation on the compensation for the use of the content. 

* Does the Copyright holder require the end user to provide financial compensation for distributing the content ? 

- Do not use the content if there is any doubt. 

* Ignorance of the facts are not an acceptable excuse. 



Creative Commons 


Creative Commons (CC) is a non-profit organization headquartered in Mountain View, California, United States devoted 
to expanding the range of creative works available for others to build upon legally and to share. The organization has 
released several Copyright licenses known as Creative Commons licenses free of charge to the public. These licenses 
allow creators to communicate which rights they reserve, and which rights they waive for the benefit of recipients or 
other creators. Creative Commons licenses do not replace Copyright, but are based upon it. They replace individual 
negotiations for specific rights between Copyright owner (licensor) and licensee, which are necessary under an "all 
rights reserved" Copyright management with a "some rights reserved" management employing standardized licenses 
for re-use cases where no commercial compensation is sought by the Copyright owner. The result is an agile, low 
overhead and cost Copyright management regime, profiting both Copyright owners and licensees. 

Creative Commons seeks to support the building of a richer Public Domain by providing an alternative to the automatic 
"all rights reserved" copyright," dubbed "some rights reserved." Creative Commons has provided "institutional, 
practical and legal support for individuals and groups wishing to experiment and communicate with culture more 
freely." 

Creative Commons attempts to counter what its founder considers to be a dominant and increasingly restrictive 
permission culture. This is described as "a culture in which creators get to create only with the permission of the 
powerful, or of creators from the past". The founder of Creative Commons maintains that modern culture is dominated 
by traditional content distributors in order to maintain and strengthen their monopolies on cultural products such as 
popular music and popular cinema, and that Creative Commons can provide alternatives to these restrictions. 



Creative Commons Licenses 


What the Creative Commons copyright licenses does 

The Creative Commons copyright licenses and tools forge a balance inside the traditional "all rights reserved" setting 
that copyright law creates. Our tools give everyone from individual creators to large companies and institutions a 
simple, standardized way to grant copyright permissions to their creative work. The combination of our tools and our 
users is a vast and growing digital commons, a pool of content that can be copied, distributed, edited, remixed, and 
built upon, all within the boundaries of copyright law. 

License design and rationale 

All Creative Commons licenses have many important features in common. Every license helps creators (we call them 
licensors if they use our tools) retain copyright while allowing others to copy, distribute, and make some uses of their 
work, at least non-commercially. Every Creative Commons license also ensures licensors get the credit for their work 
they deserve. Every Creative Commons license works around the world and lasts as long as applicable copyright lasts 
(because they are built on copyright). These common features serve as the baseline, on top of which licensors can 
choose to grant additional permissions when deciding how they want their work to be used. 

A Creative Commons licensor answers a few simple questions on the path to choosing a license — first, do I want to 
allow commercial use or not, and then second, do I want to allow derivative works or not? If a licensor decides to allow 
derivative works, she may also choose to require that anyone who uses the work — we call them licensees — to make 
that new work available under the same license terms. We call this idea "ShareAlike” and it is one of the mechanisms 
that (if chosen) helps the digital commons grow over time. ShareAlike is inspired by the GNU General Public License, 
used by many free and open source software projects. 

Our licenses do not affect freedoms that the law grants to users of creative works otherwise protected by copyright, 
such as exceptions and limitations to copyright law like fair dealing. Creative Commons licenses require licensees to 
get permission to do any of the things with a work that the law reserves exclusively to a licensor and that the license 
does not expressly allow. Licensees must credit the licensor, keep copyright notices intact on all copies of the work, 
and link to the license from copies of the work. Licensees cannot use technological measures to restrict access to the 
work by others. 

Our public copyright licenses incorporate a unique and innovative "three-layer" design. Each license begins as a 
traditional legal tool, in the kind of language and text formats that most lawyers know and love. We call this the Legal 
Code layer of each license. 

But since most creators, educators, and scientists are not in fact lawyers, we also make the licenses available in a 
format that normal people can read — the Commons Deed (also known as the "human readable" version of the 
license). The Commons Deed is a handy reference for licensors and licensees, summarizing and expressing some of 
the most important terms and conditions. Think of the Commons Deed as a user-friendly interface to the Legal Code 
beneath, although the Deed itself is not a license, and its contents are not part of the Legal Code itself. 

The final layer of the license design recognizes that software, from search engines to office productivity to music 
editing, plays an enormous role in the creation, copying, discovery, and distribution of works. In order to make it easy 
for the Web to know when a work is available under a Creative Commons license, we provide a "machine readable" 
version of the license — a summary of the key freedoms and obligations written into a format that software systems, 
search engines, and other kinds of technology can understand. We developed a standardized way to describe licenses 
that software can understand called CC Rights Expression Language (CC REL) to accomplish this. 

Searching for open content is an important function enabled by our approach. You can use Google to search for 
Creative Commons content, look for pictures at Flickr, albums at Jamendo, and general media at spinxpress. The 
Wikimedia Commons, the multimedia repository of Wikipedia, is a core user of our licenses as well. 

Taken together, these three layers of licenses ensure that the spectrum of rights isn't just a legal concept. It's 
something that the creators of works can understand, their users can understand, and even the Web itself can 
understand.
